clew th at may aid them to track the 
grave robbing band that broke into 
th e m agnificent 
mausoleum of the 
Scott family in Erie cem etery 
Iiouis W adlinger, a milk dealer, has 
inform ed the police that at about four 
o’clock on the morning of Jan 27 his 
wagon was stopped near the cem etery 
by-a m an who asked him for a match. 
W adlinger says the man told him he 
had heard ham m ering in the cem e­ 
tery and later saw four men em erge 
through a hole In the cem etery fe m e 
On account of the reticence of th 
police and 
m em bers of tile fam il. 
much m ystery surrounds the deseera 
tion of th e mausoleum. 
Until now it was evident that the 
polic-e and 
the family 
were not In 
accord in regard to the method to be 
pursued in th e search for clews to 
the ghouls. 
In regard to this a high official of 
the pollee departm ent, who refused to 
permit the use of his nam e, said: 
“T he influential families involved in 
this ghoul case are doing all they can 
to keep from the police many facts. I 
know th a t an attem pt was m ade to 
steal the body of William L. Scott, 
but the leaden outside envelope of his 
coffin was so securely cem ented and 
soldered in th e crypt that it would 
have taken days to remove it. 
I be­ 
lieve th ere is more in this than body 
snatching ” 
T he police found a hole in th e cem ­ 
etery fence a b o u t 500 feet from the 
vault. T his corrolsirates th e tale oi 
W adlinger. 
An investigation of th e vault has 
shown conclusively that the ghouls 
were fam iliar with tne wrok under­ 
taken. 
W hen the copper plates in 
front of th e crypts were torn aw ay a 
sharp hooked instrum ent was run into 
the crypt and the nam e plates pulled 
from th e caskets.
